SIX (6) ADDITIONAL KOREANS HAVE IDENTIFIED VN WIVE AND CHILDREN IN 
PACIFIC BASIN REFUGEE CAMPS AND ARE AWAITING REUNIFICATION. 

3. OF THE 14 PHILIPPINE NATIONALS REMAINING ON GUAM, FIVE ARE WITH- 
OUT VN OR CB WIVES/DEPENDENTS AND INELEGIBLE UNDER CURRENT GUIDE-
